She was taken with 4 severe pain in 
the bowels, which has contioued night 
and day since that time, accompanied 
by a terrible sickness and nausea. She 
attempted to eat food to sustain life, 
but the presence of food oniy produc- 
ed a losthing and deadly sickness. 
The experiment was repeatedly tried 
until it became torment, and was at 
last given up. Since October 11th, 
1880, she has laid in bed unable to 
take food or water and bave it remain 
on her stomach. Unable to eject any- 
thing by vomiting, a paroxysm of 
retching comes on that leaves her in a 
totally exhausted condition. It is not 
necessary that food should be present- 
ed to produce it; in fact these spasms 
occur every hour or 80. The attend. 
ing physicians began giving her injec- 
tions, thereby, sustaining life by a 
process of absorption by the walls of 
the intestines. They have also sustaio- 
ed life by baths of beef tea, milk and 
such highly-nutritious liquide, with 
an Occasional bath of alcohol to keep 
the pores open. She has lived for the 
past eight months on this thin diet. 
Her weight has been reduced from 
180 to less than eighty pounds, but 
ber face still preserves a quite healthy 
appearance. Her oerves are at such a 
high tension that she is unabie to sleep 
more than two hours in the twenty- 
four. A fitful dream is all that her 
state will allow. She has substantially 
lost her voice and is unable to speak 
above a low whisper. A constant 
fever attends her, acgompanied by an 
inordinate thirst, but she cannot drink 
any more then eat.

The cut-flower business, another 
phase of horticulture, _.is 
greater in the United States 
any other part of the world. Certain- 
ly the use of cut-flowers in New York 
for bouquets, baskets and other de- 
signs, is far greater than io either 
London or Paris, and the taste shown 
in their arrangement here is vastly su- 
perior.
